vices of dornagoguism, and keep the 
reins of government, both local and 
;enoral, in their own strong hands." 


All the American people ought to bo 


active politicians. They ought to study 
political principles, systems and econo- 
mies, and the science of statesmanship, 
with tho same interest with which in 
tho schools they study mathematics and 
the practical sciences, In a Republic, 
where the individual interests and per- 
sonal liberty of every man are dopen 
dent upon the efficient administration 
of the government, politics is as piuoh 
a part of the citizen's business as is the 
pursuit by which he earns his bread. 


Taxation, protection of individual 


and popular rights, and private as well 
as public security are matters of poli- 
tics, and therefore of vital concern to 
every man. Tho citizens are the sov- 
ereigns—they, in their aggregate ca 
pacity, are the possessors and rulers ol 
tho land. To understand how to rule 
wisely should be their ambition, and 
this they cannot understand unless they 
study 'politics, funiiluvmo themselves 
with the principles of the government 
tho spirit and the letter of the organic 
laws, and tho causes and 
effects of po 


htical action. Unless the mass of ins 
telligent citizens do become politicians 
we will be governed by an oligarchy 
consisting of an irresponsible class ol 
men, who will make politics their busi- 
ness—they will be tho governing class 
—and olaas'government in a Republic 
would in time degenerate into as obs 
noxious and burdensome a system as 
would be an absolute dictatorship, to- 
wards which it would gradually tend 
and in which, if permitted to hare un- 
interrupted sway, it would ultimately 
culmina'o.

The Dead Lock Again. 


CHICAGO, ILL, July 8.—The fol 


lowing is the official report of Gen 
Terry of Gsn. Ouster's engagement with 
the Indians, received at the headquar- 
ters of Gen. Sheridan to-day : 


HEADQUARTERS DEPT. OP DAKOTA, 


CAMP ON LITTLE Bio HORN RIVER. 
June 27.—To tho Adjutant General oi 
the Military Division of the Missouri, 
at Chicago: It is my painful duty to 
report that, day before yesterday, the 
25th inst., a great disaster overtook 
Gen. Caster and the troops under hit 
command. At 12 o'clock of the 22c 
be started, with his whole regiment 
and a strong detachment of scouts anc 
guides, from tho mouth of the Rosebud 
Proceeding up that river about twenty 
miles, he struck a very heavy Indian 
trail which had previously beeu discov 
erei, and, pursuing it, found that it 
led, as it WAS supposed it would lead, to 
the Little Big Horn river. 
Here h 


found a village of almost unexampled 
extent, and at once attacked it with 
that portion of his force which was im 
mediately at hand. 


Maj. 
Reno, with three companies— 


A, G and M—of the regiment, was 
sent into the valley of the stream al 
tho point where the trail struck) it 
Gen. Ouster, with five companies, at- 
tempted to enter it about three mile! 
lower down. Reno forded the river 
charged down its left bank, dismount 
ed and fought on foot, until finally 
completely overwhelmed by numbers 
he was compelled to mount, rccross the 
river, and soek a refuge on the higl 
bluffs which overlooked its right bank 


Just as he roerossod, Capt. Belton 


who, 
with three companies, was some 


two miles to the left of Eeno when the 
action commenced, but who had been 
ordered by Gen. Ouster to return, came 
to the river, and rightly concluding 
that it was useless for his force to at 
tempt to renew the fight in the valley 
ho joined Reno on the bluffs. 


Capt. McDougall, with his Company 


B, was at first at some distance in th 
rear with a train of pack mules. He 
also came up to Reno. 
Soon this uni 


ted force was nearly surrounded by In 
dians, many of whom, armed with 
rifles, occupied positions which com 
manded the ground held by the caval 
ry, ground from which there was no 
escape. 
Rifle-pits wore dug and the 


fight was maintained, though with ver 
heavy loss, from about half-past tw< 
o'clock of the 25th till G o'clock of th 
2Gth, when the Indians withdrew from 
tho valley, takirg with them their til 
lage. 


Of the movements of Gen. Caste 


and tho five companies under his com 
mand scarcely anything ia known from 
those who witnessed them, for no sol 
dier or officer who accompanied him 
has yet been found alive 
His trai 


from the point where Reno crossed th 
stream passes along and in the rear o 
the crest of the bluffs on the righ 
bank for nearly or quite three miles,— 
Then it comes down to the bank of th 
river, but at once diverges from it, a 
if he had unsuccessfully attempted t 
cross, then turns upon itself almost 
complete circle and closes. It is mark 
ed by the remains of his officers an 
men and the bodies of his horses 
There is proof that a gallant resis 
tance was offered by the troops, but the 
were beset on all sides by overpowerin; 
numbers. 


The officers known to be killed are 


Gen. Ouster, Capts. Keogh, Gates an 
Ouster; Lieuts. Cook, Smith, Mcln 
tosh, Calhonn, Porter, Hodgesen, Stur 
gis and Reilly of the cavalry. - Lieut 
Orittenden ot the 20th Infantry, an 
Acting Assistant Surgeon, DeWol 
Lieut. Harrington of tha cavalry, an 
Assistant Surgeon Lord, aro missing 
Capt. Benton and Lieut. Barnum, o 
the cavalry are slightly wounded. Mr 
Boston Ouster, brother, and Mr. Reec 
a nephew of Gen. Custer, were witt 
him and were killed. No other officer 
than those whom I have named ar 
among the killed, wounded and miss- 
ing. It is impossible as yet to obtai 
a reliable list of the enlisted men wh 
were killed and wounded; but the 
number killed, including officers, mus 
reach 250. 
The number of woundei 


is 51. 


At the mouth of the Rosebud I in 


formed Gen. Caster that I should tak 
the supply steamer, Far West, up tb 
Yellowstone, to ferry Gen. Gibbon'i 
oolumn over the river; that I shoul 
personally accompany that column, am 
that it would, in all probability, reach 
the moath of the Little Big Horn on 


he 26th innt. The steamer reached 


jf the Big Horn, early on the morning' 
jf the 24th, and at 4 tfolock in the af- 
arnoon all his men and horses were 
across the Yellowstone. At 5 o'cloc^ 
he column, consisting of five' comp'S£" 
nies of the 7th infantry, four compa- 
nies of the 2-1 Cavalry, and a battery of 
Jatliag's gnns, inarched out to and 
across Tuelock's Creek. 


Starting soon after 5 o'clock on the 


morning of tie 25th, the infantry made 
a march of twenty-two miles over the 
most difficult country which I have 
over seen. In order that scouts might 
jesent into the valley of the Little Big 
[lorn, the cavalry, with the battery 
which was there, pushed on thirteen 
or fourteen miles further, reaching 
camp at midnight. The scouts were 
sent out at half-past 4 on the morning 
of the 26th. 
The scouts discovered 


tha Indians (who were at first sup- 
posed to be Sioux, but when overtaken 
they proved to be Crows,) who had 
been with Gen. Cuater. They brought 
the first intelligence of the battle 
Their stofry was not credited. It was 
supposed that some fighting had taken 
place, but it was not believed that dis- 
aster could havo overtaken so large a 
foroe ai twelve companies of cavalry. 


The infantry, which had broken 


camp very early, soon came up, and the 
whole camp entered and moved up the 
valliy of the Little Big Horn, and 
during the afternoon efforts were made 
to send scouts through to what was 
supposed to be Gen Ouster's position 
and to obtain information of the con- 
dition of affairs, but those who were 
sent out were driven back by parties o 
Indiana, who ia increasing numbers 
were seen hovering in Gen. Gibbon's 
front, 


At 9 o'clock p in. the infantry hai 


marched 30 miles, and tbe column was 
halted for the night at a point about 1] 
miles above tho stream. ThU morning 
the movement was resumed, and after a 
march of nine miles Maj. Reno's en 
trenched position V.AS reached. 
Th< 


withdrawal of the Indians from arounc 
Reno's command and from the vallet 
was undoubtedly caused by the appear 
ance of Gen. Gibbon's troops. 


Maj. Reno and Capt. Benton, both 


of whom are officers of great experi 
ence, accustomed to seo large masse 
of men, estimated the number of In 
dians engaged at not less than 2,500 
The village in the valley was abou1 
three miles in length and one mile in 
width. Besides tho lodges proper 
groat number of temporary brushwoot 
shelters was found in it, indicating 
that many men besides ita proper in 
habitants had gathered' together there

there were a number of white men 
fighting with the Indians.

cd the loss of the Indians was large 
I have as yet received,no official report 
in regard to thu battle, but what is stat 
ed heroin is gathered (torn the officer!

The 
old rule, the trua rule, that honesty, 
capacity and fidelity, constitute the On- 
ly real qualifications for office, and that 
there is no other claim, gave place to 
the idea that party aervioes were to be 
first considered. All parties in prac- 
tice have adopted this system. It has 
been essentially modified since, its first 
introduction. It lias not, however, 
been improved. At first the president 
either directly, or through, the heads 
of departments, made all appointments, 
bat gradually the appointing power in 
many casas passed into the control o'f 
congress. 
Offices in these cases have 


become not merely- rewards of party 
servisss, but rewards for - services to 
party leaden. This system, destroys 
the ^independence, of tho septrate de- 
partments of the government. It tends 
to extravagance and official- incapacity. 
It is a temptation to dishonesty. It hin- 
ders and impairs that careful supervis- 
ion and strict accountability, by which 
alone, faithful and efficient public, ser- 
.vice can be secured. It,obstructs prompt 
removal ^od sure punishment, of the 
unworthy. 
It'is'feltj I am confident, 


by a large majority of 
1 the members of 


congress, to be an intolerable harden, 
and a hindrance tij the proper discharge 
pf their legitimate .duties.' if ought to 
Jba abolished. The reforms should be 
thorough, radical and complete. We 
should return to tho principles and 
practices of the founders, of the govern- 
ment, aupplying by legulatiopi, when

THE LATE J. G. WHITE. 


The death of Joseph G. White, which 


occurred yesterday, is an event that was 
not unlocked for. During the past five 
or six years ho has been visibly failing, 
and for a twelvemonth has been only a 
a wreck of his former self, lie was, 
during the greater part ot his lilo, one 
of the most vigsrous aad hardy ol men, 
but a fall from his buggy some six yeais 
ago proved to bo a shock from which he 
never fully recovered, and his most inti- 
mate friends are of the epimon that his 
mind was theieby injured to such an ex- 
tent that he was never the same muu af- 
terwards.

J. Oglesby, and died at the 
executive mansion in Springfield duiing 
the gubernatorial term of her husband, 
in May, 1868. Two of the lemaining 
daughters, Mrs. J. L. Fonton and Mrs. 
F. L. Hays, reside lieje. 


Mr White was in many respects a

remarkable man—warm-hearted 


and impulsive in his nature, and devo- 
tedly attached to his family and fiicnds
